It has been tim practice for years for 
tile two jurisdictions to combine with 
one institute. 
Tile decision as to where the county 
teachers’ institute shall be held rests 
with County School Superintendent R. 
P. Mitchell, and the decision as to 
where the Santa Ana teachers’ insti­ 
tute shall be held rests with City Su­ 
perintendent J. A. Cranston.

possible for the county institute to be­ 
held at one place and the city insti­ 
tute at another. 
Fly holding the insti­ 
tutes together, the two superintend­ 
ents have a larger fund to draw upon 
for securing lectures. 
This year with

brought here some of the hest known 
educators of the United States. 
The county aud city Institute will 
end its cessions this afternoon.

morrow the teachers go to Los An­ 
geles to attend the two days' meeting 
of the Southern California Teachers'

Many of the high school teachers 
considered the meeting this morning 
with W ill C. Wood, state commission­ 
er of secondary education, as one of 
the most useful sessions of the insti­ 
tute1. Tho commitidoner dealt w ith the 
every day prob.eius and methods of 
the high schools in a clear cut manner. 
Questions were asked 
and 
answers 
were given upon matters of intimate 
concern to th** problem oi getting high 
school students to study. 
“ Do you favor Kupcrvised study in 
a study hall or in a ( lass room?” was 
one question asked after the commis­ 
sioner had eommitted himself strong­ 
ly In favor of supervised study. 
“ Tne class room,’’ he answered. He 
declared that the study hall is not r, 
success because manv of the students 
w ill he studying subjects that the in­ 
structor in charge may not be teach­ 
ing.

A splendid address was given yes­ 
terday afternoon by W . ( ’.

He declared that the old meth­ 
od of emphasizing technique in teach­ 
ing the smaller children 
has 
given 
way to Hie new method of emphasiz­ 
ing thought and utility. 
For instance, 
instead of learning the names of all of, 
tile bones of the skeleton, a child is 
more likely to be taught the value of 
killing the fly or of controlling fevers. 
He declared that some of the new , 
systems of teaching reading that have1 
been brought out in the last two or 
three years are no better than the! 
old-fashioned systems. 
He said tlyit if a child’s interest is 
really aroused he will learn almost; 
anything.

The Public and Advertising 


Among other objections to advertising entertained 
by a few non-advertising merchants one said that while 
he had no doubt that advertising was read, he thought 
that even if the most attractive bargains are announced 
by a home merchant his'own townspeople would not credit 
it. Distant things looked so much more attractive that 
they would hurry off to some larger city or send long dis­ 
tances to a mail order house, although they fared no bet­ 
ter for their time and trouble. 
This point of view struck us as rather unusual, and 
indicated a good deal of pessimism about human nature. 
Are people quite so foolish and disloyal as that? It seems 
incredible, in these days of high prices, that people can 
for any length of time be cajoled or fooled into neglecting 
their real interests. If a home store really has the goods, 
at right prices, and will tell the public about them, it 
should get plenty of business. In fact the excellent busi­ 
ness of the good stores that do advertise sustain this con­ 
tention. People are not anxious to pay express charges 
or railroad fare and walk long distances for nothing. 
The trouble is that the local merchant too often 
thinks an ad. once or twice a week is enough, or that the 
public knows all about what he has without being told at 
all. But if people get out of the habit of trading at a cer­ 
tain place, they really know very little of v/hat a merchant 
has. 
He may be a very good buyer, he may be an excellent 
judge of values, able to land goods in his home town and 
place them on his counters for sale at prices way below 
the big city store which has heavy overhead charges to 
pay. But the public is from Missouri. It wants to be 
“ shown,” it goes to some quarter where there is a disposi­ 
tion to get after business and give information about stock.

CHARGES MILITIA IS 


KEPT ON BORDER TO 


CAUSE BREAKING UP 


W A SH IN G T O N . Dec. 20 
Congress­ 
man Anthony, during a crossexam­ 
ination by General Scott today hinted 
that the m ilitia is being kept on dis­ 
couraging peace duty on the border 
with the premeditated view of causing 
its disintegration. 
General Scott re­ 
plied that the m ilitia is there in tile 
service of the country and to protect 
lives. 
General Scott advocated an increase 
of the liers,nine! of the general staff, 
the abolition of the office of brigadier 
general, the making of all brigadiers 
majors general and 
present 
majors 
general lieutenants and also advocated 
a ranking officer commanding each 
branch of the army service. 
General Scott said: 
“ It would be difficult to 
criticize 
the national guard system too severe­ 
ly. 
There is nothing to indicate that 
the recent reorganization is any bet­ 
ter than the old militia system. 
The 
one month of training, equivalent to 
I ti 2 hours, required under th** present 
federalized system, is insufficient to 
make a soldier. 
This, however, ap­ 
pears to be the greatest amount of 
time possible to demand from guards­ 
men because of conflicting 
civilian 
pursuits." 
General Scott recommended the in­ 
vestment of wider discretionary pow­ 
ers iu the chief of the general staff to 
provide for extensive war plans and 
gathering 
of 
m ilitary 
information. 
He said that owing to

small size of the general staff, valua­ 
ble information

taches in Europe lies unstudied.

This town, untouched by tile hand of 
modern progress, nestles prayerfully 
among the Judean hills of Palestine 
and has the only shrine in the world 
around which there are three separate 
Christmases—a trinity of impressive 
celebrations which occupy an entire 
mouth. 
First, there is the elaborate Latin 
M* 
Roman 
Catholic 
service, 
which 
takes place on our own Christmas day, 
I»ec. lift. 
It Is followed, thirteen i^ays 
later, by the Christmas Greek serv- 
i<i>s, as they keep the old calendar; 
then, thirteen days later, by the Christ­ 
mas services of the Armenian church. 
lu the case of the Ia»tia celebrations 
n procession, after forming in the mar­ 
ket place, marches with great pomp 
and solemnity to the Church of the Na­ 
tivity, where the services are held. 
They are conducted in person by the 
Latin patriarch, who comes specially 
from Jerusalem for this purpose. 
The 
service begius at ‘J o’clock in Lhe after­ 
noon 
of 
Christmas 
day 
and 
lasts 
twelve hours, not finishing uutil 2 
o’clock the next morning. 
During the whole of this tim e the 
patriarch sits enthroned in a gilded 
chair crowned by a large cardboard 
miter. 
The service is brought to an end by 
tile laying of a beautiful life size wax 
•loll in a small gilded wicker basket 
In the grotto or manger. 
Here it re­ 
mains for twelve days, the wonder and 
adoration of many. 
It is then sold to 
rome church in Europe, a large sum of 
money being paid for it. 
The Greek service is somewhat sim i­ 
lar to that of the Latin, though there 
is no wax doll. 
Tile Armenian Christ­ 
mas service, which is held twenty-six 
days after tile Latin, possesses extraor­ 
dinary characteristics. 
After prayers 
and tile burning of incense the wor­ 
shipers 
gather 
round 
a 
large 
cal- j 
dron, from which they extract meat j 
and soup, which are eagerly consumed, 
the Armenians having fasted prior to 
these celebrations.

had approached up to a distance of 
three meters and still he had not he 
gun to come down.

down on the right hand. I did not se* 
him any more.” 
On March 4. 191(5, Boelke reported

and

<dinging to the supports. 
He looked 
at me as if guile terrified and waved 
his hand. 
I had shot away a piece cf 
the helm and the machine had pit* lied 
downward. 
In order again to get it 
in balance the observer had seated 
himself on the left wing." 
Gruesome Incident 
Boelke reported 
a 
gruesome inci­ 
dent as occurring on one of the last of 
his raids on October 8 of this year. "I 
wondered at the stubbornness of the 
enemy,” wrote the aviator, “consider­ 
ing that he must have been punished a 
long time ago, but he continued to 
circle in the same fashion. 
‘ Reason told me the man must be 
dead and that the machine was being 
maintained in its right position otfly 
by the rubber bands 
at 
the 
helm. 
Therefore I approached closely 
and 
saw the occupant 
of 
tile 
machine 
leaning toward the right side, dead. 
The aeroplane bore the number T4 4 . 
The horrible picture left me unshaken. 
I left the man alone and attacked the 
next one.”

o r” over the place where his enemy 
had fallen.

When they got down to detail, the 
paper manufacturer made the astoun­ 
ding proi>o8itlon to the publisher that 
he should give up and relinquish his 
present contract and let that contract 
terminate on the 3ist day of Decem­ 
ber, 1916, instead of the first day of 
April, 1917, and th at he should sign a 
new contract for his

ments for 1917 at the new price of ap­ 
proximately $23 a ton over and above 
the present contract. 
The publisher did not see why he 
should make the 
paper company 
a 
present, of about $200,000, because that 
is exactly what the proposition meant, 
and in addition have the privilege of 
paying $23 a ton more for his paper for 
the year 1917. 
The paper m anufacturer appreciated 
the attitude of the publisher, but ex­ 
plained to him very politely that it 
was time for him to get more money 
for his product and if the

could not see his way clear to cancel­
